LAWRENCE R. HOUSTON'S ACCEPTANCE SPEECH 

For one involved for so many years in the CIA's philosophy 
of anonymity, it is somewhat traumatic to find oneself in such a 
bright limelight. 

Furthermore, in at least one respect I find myself here 
under what might be considered false pretenses. One of my first 
efforts for the Agency was to have it and all its personnel exempted 
from the classified Civil Service and from any jurisdiction of the 
Civil Service Commission. 

I might say, however, that this was done with the Commissions' 
blessing, and we have had its willing and valued assistance ever since. 

Whatever the technicalities may be, the employees of the 
CIA are, of course, civil servants and proud of it. It takes only 
a glance at the headlines to appreciate the need for and importance 
of intelligence and intelligence means people. 

Starting with OSS, we have through the years been able to 
attract the most varied and interesting group of individuals that, 
in my opinion, can be found anywhere. Their skills are as varied 
as the world interests of intelligence. The intellectual caliber is 
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high, and they are indeed individuals willing to speak out and 
to accept responsibility. 

My own job over the years has had great intrinsic interest-- 
as varied and novel a law practice as there is. But the greatest 
pleasure has been in working with the people of the Agency, with 
their imaginative concepts and deep dedication. 

I, therefore, accept this splendid award on behalf of all 
my cohorts in the Agency and in particular on behalf of my own 
staff, which has supported me so ably all these years.
